Stiffened by N.S.S. 
To Weed Incompetents 

Women as Well as Men May Be 
Forced to Leave 



1,600 to Take

, Students who are of the age and pliysical fitness required by 
the National' Selective Service 'Board, if they are not following a 
cour.sc of study "c-isontial to the national interest". will henceforth 
be permitted to attend tinivcrsity for. one, academic session only, 
provided always that they attain a satisfactory standard in their 
courses. The îrSwIrcgulations come into effect immediately, ac- 
cording to announcements made early this week by officials of the 
National Selective Service Board. 

All students of IBli or older not 
in the prescribed "e«enlial" courses, 
will now be served with an order 
for medical examination after they 
have completed one session at uni 
versity. No student who has not 
reached ,a recognized standard of 
education will be allowed to enter 
a university it they are -of draft 
age. But all students who have 
reached the necessary standard will 
be eligible for draft postponement 
to permit them to continue thtir 
studies at the discretion of the mo 
bilizatlon board concerned. 
• Instances where i students had 
changed their courses in order to 
remain longer at college are said to 
have led to the tightening of the 
régulations» Previously all students 
were allowed to remain until grad 
uatlon, as^long as .they maintained 
the educatlonaricquircments of the 
university. " . . ' 

So far the courses to be classed 
as "essential to the national inter- 
est or contributing to the prosecu- 
tion ot the war" have not been de- 
fined under the new regulations, 
but decisions- on -this point will 
continue, to be made by the Direc- 
tor of N.S.S., on the recommenda- 
tion of a University Advisory Board. 

In a special statement to The 
Dailyl Dr. Janics made it clear that 
the new regulations were .designed 
to weed out incompetents from 
among the women students as well 
as from among the ranks of the 
men. All the universities in Can- 
ada-have been ordered by the Gov- 
ernment to -cariy, out comprehen- 
sive examinations in all courses 
and in all 'faculties before the 
Christmas vacations, he said. It 
would then be ncccisary for the 
university officials lo send in a list 
of failures to the local selective; 
service office, and none of the fail- 
ing students would be allowed to 
return to class tinless they were in 
possession of written permission 
from the divisional director of 
N.S.S. ' ■ 

May Be Drafted 

Tlic Principal explained that all 
men who were physically fit and 
of military age would be drafted 
while those, incompetents who do 
not fall in this category would 'be 
obliged to leave the university and 
enter some defence industry or 
other occupation as prescribed by 
the selective service director. 

Extracts from a letter interpret- 
ing the new rulings,- sent to tlie 
tlniversityi^jùt^' Director of Na- 
tional Selee^^^Service follow: 
1 (a) No mâièTsiuden age 
of'lSH years or more who is sub- 
ject to call under the National

McGill University is preparing 
accommodation for 1,800 evening 
course students in the extension 
department, it was disclosed at the 
university today. 

It has been necessary to set an 
iipper limit this year due to Uie tre- 
mendous use of university buildings 
for strictly military purposes. 

A total of 50 courses arc ' being 
made. available, and should Uicrc be 
any overflow classes duplicate facil- 
ities, as in other years, will not be 
available. . 

One of the major developments 
this year has been the Introduction 
of some 12 engineering courses. 
Previously arts courses had domin- 
ated the list heavily. 

Evening instruction will be avail- 
able this year irt several' different 
languages, including. £nglish; 
French. German, Spanish and Rus- 
sian. 

Among the ° courses will be 'one 
on the "Economics of War and 
Reconstruction," by Dr. Benjamin 
HIggins, of the School of Com- 
merce staff, formerly employed in 
a ' government control office . in 
Washlngto:i, D.C. 

Emphasis is being given to Eng- 
lish-l^rench translation, and vicc- 
vcrsa, in a cooperative group of 
three courses, with Instructional 
and professional groups in the city, 
have also been arranged.

MESSAGE TO STUDENTS 



To oil those students who ore beginning their first 
session at McGill University, I wont. to reiterate the wel- 
come that I extended on Monday. I. hope that during the 
past few days you hove met many, friends, and .thot you 
olreody feel at home in the biiildlngs where you will be 
carrying on your work. • \' ' " 

I should also. like to extend on equally warm wel- 
come to those who ore returning to continue the studies 
they carried on during the post session. I hope that your 
summer octivities have been interesting and profitable, 
and look forward to seeing many of you for a personal 
chat during the weeks that lie ahead of us. . 

Those weeks will, I think, be of .'great interest 
throughout the world. We ore beginning the fifth year of 
the war, and Mr. Churchill has pointed out in his recent 
speeches thot this coming yeariwill be .more severe, and 
more decisive, than any of those olreody post. Even as 
we rejoice in the series of victories which hove crowned 
the- arms of . the* United Notjons diiring the .past few 
months, we realise that a great effprt is expected of us, 
Canada must do even more than it has yet done. 

One aspect of that increasing effort which is of 
importance to all* University students is contained in the 
new mobilization regulations. which ore printed in another 
part of this issue. The regulations hove been. issued to 
Mobilization Boards, and the universities have no port in 
in their opplicotion other, than the responsibility for not 
admitting ineligible students and for reporting those stu- 
dents who are not in good académie stoh<Jîng, so that we 
must await on authoritotive statement from the Govern- 
ment in regord to the detailed effect of these regulations. 
In the long run, it would seem thot several groups of 
male students in the upper yeors'of coutses'thot do not 
immediately contribute to the war effort will be called to 
military service, but the Goverriment has not yet told us 
which courses are considered essential ;and which are not 
essential. 1 wotild, therefore, urge qll students in good 
standing to'^cohtinue tW6Ir'*n3£baenffc''V^^ 
decisions of public policy hove been.tiriade, and am hoppy 
to tell you .that in the upper years. of engineering 'and 
science courses (as well as in the first -two years of 
medicine) the. burden' of military 'tioining has been re- 
duced in order- to make more time < availoble for such 
academic work. i./^, -, . , ' ' 

' ' ' In thinking' df the University session, however, it is 
iniportont to 'remember thot this month' we commemorate 
the centenary of the Faculty of Arts and Science at Mc- 
Gill, OS w.ejl.os the fifth year of war. The juxtaposition 
of the two anniversaries is importent since it is . to tlie 
steody growth of universities, and to the leodership of 
those who hove studied in their halls, that mankind must 
look for a final Solution of the, problems of war and 
human suffering. You are menibers of- on ancient fra- 
ternity, inheritors of all the accomplishments of the 
academic generations thot have preceded you. You hove 
won your present. status by the work; that you hove. al- 
ready done ond the examinations that you hove airëtidy 
possed. You ore preporing yourselves to moke your own 
rich contributions to the future progress' of Conoda and 
of the entire world. 

As students of McGill, I welcome you'tq^this^session 
that is beginning and wish you liJck with the coiirses on 
which you hove embarked. If you ore troubled by other 
problems, I hope that you will, speedily seek, the advice 
and guidance of your instructors, the.

Theology Issue 
Discussed 

Combined Faculty 
Plans Stuidied 
By Synod 



The question ot a combined fac- 
ulty of theology at McGill .Univer- 
sity, which came before the annual 
meeting of the Montreal and Otta- 
wa Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church In Canada"ycstcfday~affcr-' 
noon, was referred, by the delegates 
to the .various presbyteries, who 
were asked to report- directly to the 
general assembly. 

Tills proposal for a combined 
faculty of theology had been sent 
to the synod by the general assem- 
bly when it met early last summer 
"for consideration and report." The 
assembly had recommended such a 
combined faculty, but recommend- 
ed also that the denominational col- 
leges continue to give supplement- 
ary spiritual training to satisfy or- 
dination requirements. 

An overture by the Presbytery of 
Brockvillc, presented by Rev. Or. 
Norman MacLeod, asked that the 
Montreal Presbyterian Thcologic.il 
College be reopened "on the firs*. 
Wednesday in October, 1944."

Toronto' Offers 
Chinese Courses 

Subjects Will Include 
History, Religion, 
Basic Chinese 

According to information' receiv- 
ed by The McGill Daily tHe Uni- 
versity of Toronto has established 
a School of Chinese Studies with 
Professor W. C. White, B.D., D.D.. 
FJt.S.C., as director, -according to 
President H. J. Cody. 

The School of Chinese Studies 
will offer courses, in Chinese lan- 
guage and literature, Chinese his- 
tory, and religions, arts and crafts, 
and .othtr Chinese subjects: 

Basic Chinese will be taught for 
the first time on this continent. 
Full-time courses will be', provided 
in elementary,' intermediate, and 
advanced Chinese for students de- 
siring to qualify for diplomatic ser- 
vice, or commercial, professional, 
missionary, ' and cultural- activities 
in .China and Eastern Asia. These 
courses will ! also include research 
in Chinese language and literature, 
history and. geiier|l 'culture. 

Those wishing :to study the Chi- 
nese language, without proceeding 
lo a diploma or a degree, will have 
an opportunity to-do so. It is like- 
ly that at least one evening class 
will be offered for the benefit, of 
those who are working dtiring the 
day, and would like to devote one 
evening or more ^ week to study- 
ing the.Chi^ssa^language.

Resèarch Grants 
For Histology 
Announced 

Dr. Hans Selye 
To Direct 
Program 

Among the gifts announced re- 
cently to the University were sub- 
atantialr donations t'foi^'-tho suppôri 
of the research under the direction 
of Dr. Hans Selye, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Histology. Gelatin Pro- 
ducts Ltd. and Frank W. Horner 
Ltd. are making available a total of 
$50.000 over a period of three years, 
and- other grants have been receiv- 
ed from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion and the Josiah Macy, Jr. 

A brief description of the type of 
research on which Dr. Selye is en- 
gaged is as follows: - 

There is a small gland above 
the kidney which is called the' 
adrcnal cortex. In 1935 Dr. 
Selye found that exposure to 
various types of stress (Wound 
shock, cold, fatigue, nervous 
shock, etc.), causes crilargemsnt 
and increased activity - of . this 
gland which is useful bccause it 
raises resistance to damage. At 
the beginning: of the war this 
led to investigations on the role 
of the adrenal in Improving re- 
sistance to types of strain to . 
which soldiers are exposed. Sub- 
sequently. Dr. Selye found that ' 
. if animals are subjected to such 
stress for a long time they de- 
. vclop diseases which, he be- 
lieves, arc to be classified as 
"diseases of adaptation" due - to 
excessive adrenal' activity. 
Among these -are the hyperten- 
sive heart disease, rheumatic 
fever, gastric ulcers and certain 
nervous disturbances. Confir- 
mation for this interpretation 
was obtained by injecting a sub- 
stance (hormone) of the adrenal 
cortex, which elicited .toese^dis-,. 
eases in animals. In many other 
maladies (for instance in dia- 
betes) the ability of scientists to 
copy a natural disease in ani- 
mals, was the necessary pre- 
requisite for the discovery of a 
cure. Such experiments give the 
physician precise information 
concerning the mechanism which 
elicits the malady and supply 
him with a test object on which 
citres can be tried. 



Meds to Take C»mp 

Arrangements for Meds . in their 
latt two years study call for one 
hour of military work under super- 
vision of the R.C.A.M.Ci, plus à 
period of camp. 

It was. again made clear that all 
individual training must be carried 
out to the satisfaction of the com- 
manding officer of the 'McGill 
C.O.T.C. and this officer will have 
the. power to compel the student 
who has. not reached the required 
standards to do more training. 

It has been pointed out by Dr. 
James, to the McGill Dally that this 
decrease in training hours for spe- 
cial students only applies to those 
taking training with the army basic ' 
wing. If students privileged lo 
undergo less than the normal 
amount of military work desire lu-. 
Join the advanced section ot the 
C.O.T.C. or cither the U.A.T.C. or 
the U.N.T.D. they will be required 
to take the full program of training 
as prescribed for that body. - 

. . Requested by University 
This • reduction - in training for 
specialized students has been made 
by M.D. 4 in response to represen- 
tations made by the Principal and 
the Military Committee of the Uni- 
versity.

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Selective Service Regulations 

During the past four years, tiie Do- 
minion Qovcrnrocnt lias allowed ali stu» 
dents in good standing a defennent from 
mijitaiy/training, regardless of tbo courses 
they pursued, Tlio trend of the war, and tiie 
efforts of a number of "draft-dodgers" to 
remain in college as long as posaiblo by 
changing their courses, has resulted - in a 
severe tightening of the National Selective 
Service Rçgulaiions. 

Under the now regulations, no student is 
allowed to enter university unless he has 
attained a standard of education laid down 
by the provincial department of education. 
Upon entering university, ho will be grant- 
ed deferment for a period of one academic 
session, providing he maintains a suffi- 
ciently high standing in all subjects. 

Upon compleliaon of first year, the stu- 
dent will receive his draft notice. If he is 
pursuing a course "essential to the national 
interest .or contributing to the prosecution 
of ih^'WAr," ho will be granted a further 
deferment which will be extended until 
graduation, providing ho remains always in 
good standing. The Director of National 
Selective Service, acting upon the recom- 
mendation of a university advisory board, 
will define the essential courses; and the 
definition will be subject to change as the 
.war progresses. 

Upper çlasgnaen who, are enrolled in 
courses which are noi 'csscntiai will 'not bo 
allowed to remain at university unless they 
can obtain a release from National Sclec- 
,tive Service. Failure in examinations, or 
failure to comply with military training 
regulations, will result in a cancellation of 
deferment for students in essential courses. 

At the present time there has been no 
announcement from the Selective Service 
pffiçlals on tho interpretation of thçso re- 
' 'gula^^ as far as supplemental examina- 
tions arc concerned, and they have not yet 
defined essential and non-essential courses. 
It is to be hoped that, for the peace of 
mind of the student body, the regulations 
will be clarified In the near future.

Military Training 

The District Officer Commanding has 
finally agreed to a reduction in.the amount 
of military training for students in certain 
years of Engineering, Science and Medio 
. cine. The regulations call for one hour per 
week for Engineering students in their last 
two years and the same for Médical stu- 
dents in their first two years, plus two 
hours per week of R.C.A.M.O. subjects, In 
both cases, two weeks of camp will be com* 
pulsory. 

It is to be noted, however, that thè plan 
for the Medicals is applicable only to those 
who are pursuing an accelerated course. 
Those who are in first year of the four 
year course will continue with the original 
amount of training. ' 

The regulations apply to the basic pro-' 
• gram of the University. Studçnts wish 
to enroll in the C.O.T.C., U.A.T.C., or the 
U.N^5^, will have to do so on » voluntary 
basis; and the amount of training they take 
will then b6 prescribed by these organisa- 
tions. 

The five aditional free hours per week 
will be of great benefit to those etudcnts 
who are attending from thirty to forty>five 
' hours of lectures and labs, every week. The 
time will be profitably employed in pre- 
paring better reports, and in trying to out 
down on the number of supplcmcntals. jn 
. the final examinatioDB, 

The change is, indicallyej 




that the goverQîoçnt rccogninep the im- 
portance of thq Sngipçering and Medical 
courses, and is more concerned- with the 
student's obtaining hi^ dcgrçç than w'ith 
his ability in the military field, The course 
of the war, and the small likelihood of an 
invasion of Canada by Axis forces, no 
longer make it imperative that a force of 
scmi-traincd men be kept on hand in case 
of a national emergency.. 

The new program has been designed 
with a view to keeping the students in 
touch with militaiyarftlningjiy jtcfreshw 
coursçs on the basia^sf lour hour9 a ,i90{itQ,> 
In this manner it is hoped that they will 
not forget the training they acquired in 
their two QP three years of basip and pro- 
officer training.

Lehigh University. Bethlehem, 
Pa., boasts ot a new underwater 
obstacle course, believed 'by them 
to be the first of its kind to be 
used to train college men in the 
Naval Reserve. Purpose of the un- 
derwater training Is the develop, 
ment of endurance and control, and 
here is what the traînée undergoes: 
He jumps from a balcony 12 feet 
into an indoor swimming pool, then 
swims through an inverted "U", 
through a barrel suspended three 
feet from the bottom. Three track 
hurdles form the next obstacle, the 
swimmer passing first ' through a 
low hurdle, then a high, and fin- 
ally another low. Then- ho swims 
through, an;'"L'' shaped closed box 
and through a vertical tunnel which 
he 'enters at the lop, leaving at the 
bottom. He completes his obstacle 
swimming by going through the 
bottom of another box-like frame, 
swimming . out at the top. The 
swimming coach at Lehigh' says 
the course Is far too" lough for the 
average swimmer to do without a 
lot of conditioning, and no trainee 
is allowed to try It until he has 
demonstrated that he can swim 60 
yards under water and can remain 
submerged for 60 seconds.— O.W.L

The grow- 
ing pressure of war precludes the 
continuance of this policy, but the 
Imoortance of university education 
Is still rccocnlzcd in the new regu 
lations. All freshmen who enter 
university prior to attaining the 
age of eighteen and a halt are cnr 
titled to defcrmeitt of military ser 
vice for one year— and it should be 
emphasized tha( by completing their 
studies satisfactorily during that 
year they are making a real contri 
bution to Canada. Students who 
are pursuing courses "essential to 
\ba national interest" are also en 
titled to further deferment during 
the second, third and foiirth years, 
and the universities of Canada are 
appreciative of the governmental 
promise that university men will be 
included ^s mcipbers pt Uic Advis 
ory Board that is to be set up for 
the purpose of defining such courses,
